TOKYO  68  EXHIBIT: 
PROGRESS  REPORT 

Plans  are  progressing  for  the  big 
solo  U.S.  exhibit  in  Tokyo,  April  5-21, 
1968.  The  layout  and  design  of  the  com- 
modity section  has  been  completed  with 
the  U.S.  designers,  Kisseloff  andWim- 
mershiff,  receiving  approval  from  the 
sixteen  cooperators  who  will  be  par- 
ticipating in  the  show.  Forty-seven 
commercial  firms  have  leased  a total 
of  61  booths.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  with  American  Express  for  spe- 
cial people-to-people  15 -day  all- 
expense tours.  West  Coast  to  Japan  and 
return,  costing  only  $889. 


CARIBBEAN  SURVEY  RESPONSE 

FAS  has  been  receiving  a good  re- 
sponse to  its  market  survey  study  of 
the  Southern  Caribbean  conducted  about 
a year  ago.  Recent  responses  include 
the  following: 

- One  of  the  nations  leading  wood 
and  packaging  manufacturers,  after 
reading  the  report  and  consulting  with 
FAS,  has  decided  to  visit  the  area  as 
a possible  market  for  its  products. 

- Discussions  of  the  market  survey 
have  been  held  with  a management 
consultant  firm  representing  a group 
of  investors  who  intend  to  start  a 
shipping  line  between  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  Northern  ports  of  South  America. 

- A state  group,  after  studying  the 
FAS  survey,  has  decided  to  conduct  a 
survey  of  its  own  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  specific  trade  opportunities 
for  its  state  agricultural  and  food  pro- 
ducts. 


COOPERATOR  COOPERATION 

Three  market  development  coop- 
erators--U.S.  Feed  Grains  Council, 
American  Soybean  Association  and 
National  Renderers  Association — will 
be  sponsoring  a two  week  short  course 
on  feed  formulation  at  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity, June  17-28,  1968.  About  50 
feed  manufacturers  from  Japan  and 
Taiwan  are  expected  to  attend  this 
concentrated  course  on  feed  formula- 
tion. Tentative  plans  call  for  the  group 
to  charter  a bus  following  the  short 
course  to  tour  plants  utilizing  the  for- 
mulations and  techniques  discussed  at 
Iowa  State.  Visits  will  be  made  to  feed 
plants,  a rendering  plant,  broiler  pro- 
ducers and  soybean  processing  plants.

GOOD  SALES  AT  ANUGA 

Good  sales  were  reported  at  the  U. So 
exhibit  at  ANUGA  in  Cologne,  Germany, 
September  30-October  8.  Over  1,000 
processed  foods  were  exhibited.  Twelve 
states  and  over  100  U.S.  commercial 
firms  participated  in  the  international 
exhibition.  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin 
each  had  sales  of  about  ten  tons  of 
turkeys  from  their  booths  in  the  Hall 
of  StateSo  Ten  other  states  report  mak- 
ing good  contacts  with  European  agents 
for  increased  promotion  and  sale  of 
U.S.  foods.  Illinois  expects  to  sell  two 
million  pounds  of  horse  radish,  double 
last  years  sales,  as  a result  of  con- 
tracts made  at  the  fair.  Oscar  Roese- 
meir  of  the  Heinz  Company,  repre- 
senting the  Grocery  Manufacturers  of 
America  as  U.S.  "Food  Trade  Ambas- 
sador," said  trade  attendance  and  in- 
terest surpassed  anything  in  his  years 
of  experience  at  similar  fairs. 


COTTON  SURVEY  IN  GERMANY 

Prospects  are  good  for  cotton  in 
men’s  apparel  and  especially  in  men’s 
leisure  wear,  according  to  a survey  by 
Cotton  Council  International  of  25  Ger- 
man textile  manufacturers.  Sixteen  of 
the  firms  thought  that  the  prospects 
are  favorable  or  very  favorable.  Among 
the  cotton  fabrics  considered  as  having 
good  sales  prosepcts,  poplin,  gabardine, 
sailcloth  and  rib  twill  were  most  fre- 
quently mentioned. 

The  survey  was  part  of  the  cotton 
industry’s  expanded  research  and  pro- 
motion program  through  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  for  Cotton  in  Western 
Europe  and  Japan. 


OVERSEAS  TRADE  MISSIONS 

Five  U.S.  trade  missions  are  ex- 
ploring possibilities  of  expanding  mar- 
kets for  feed  grains,  wheat,  soybeans, 
and  soybean  oil  in  Europe,  the  Middle 
East,  and  Latin  America.  The  teams 
are  made-up  of  key  representatives 
from  government,  the  trade,  and  pro- 
ducers. 

In  announcing  the  missions.  Secre- 
tary Freeman  said,  "Exports  have  be- 
come a big  factor  in  the  marketing  of 
many  farm  products.  But  competition 
in  export  markets  in  the  months  ahead 
will  be  much  keener  than  usualclt  is 
important,  under  such  conditions,  that 
key  people... become  better  acquainted 
with  their  foreign  customers,  find  out 
more  about  their  specific  needs  with 
respect  to  quality  and  service,  and  ex- 
plore all  possibilities  of  increasing 
export  sales." 
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The  first  of  these  missions,  a feed 
grains  trade  mission  to  Europe,  left 
October  14  and  returned  November  6. 
This  was  followed  by  a soybean  trade 
mission  to  EXirope,  leaving  October 
30  and  returning  November  10, 

Two  missions,  a wheat  trade  team 
to  Europe  and  a wheat  team  to  Latin 
America,  left  November  5.  The  Latin 
American  team  is  returning  November 
18  and  the  European  team  November  25. 

The  final  mission,  a soybean  oil 
trade  team  to  the  Mediterranean  and 
Middle  East  areas,  left  November  18 
and  will  be  returning  December  2. 


BAKERS  TRAINING 

Bakers  training  activities  in  the 
Philippines  are  making  a significant 
impact  on  the  baking  industry,  reports 
Fred  Schneiter,  Director  of  the  Wheat 
Associates  ofice  in  Manila. 

Several  years  ago.  Wheat  Asso- 
ciates sponsored  five  young  Filipinos 
at  the  American  Institute  of  Baking. 
The  students  have  been  an  important 
factor  in  improving  baking  technology 
in  the  Philippines.  One  of  the  students 
is  now  director  of  an  eight-week  baking 
school  at  a Manila  flour  mill.  Another 
directs  a yeast  company’s  baking 
school.  Both  of  these  schools  have 
turned  out  hundreds  of  students  in 
courses  held  throughout  the  Philip- 
pines. 

A former  student  of  the  flourmill’s 
baking  course  operates  one  of  Manila’s 
most  popular  bakeries.  The  bakery 
last  month  announced  the  opening  of  its 
own  eight-week  specialty  baking  course. 

The  recently  inaugurated  Bakers 
School  at  the  Philippine  College  of 
Arts  & Trade  in  Manila  is  an  example

of  the  enthusiasm  for  improved  baking 
technology.  Originally  scheduled  for 
one  class  daily,  the  demand  has  been  so 
great  that  two  classes  are  now  being 
held  each  day.  The  additional  class 
hasn’t  proved  sufficient,  and  now  spe- 
cial Saturday  classes  are  being  held. 
The  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  the 
5 -week  course  totals  about  230.  The 
president  of  the  college  says  they  have 
never  before  offered  a course  which 
has  aroused  so  much  interest. 

The  equipment  and  technical  as- 
sistance to  get  the  school  underway  was 
provided  by  Wheat  Associates  under  an 
FAS  project.  The  college  provides  the 
faculty  (trained  by  Wheat  Associates), 
utilities,  facilities,  etc.  The  flour  and 
other  ingredients  are  supplied  by  the 
Philippine  Association  of  Flour  Millers 
and  other  allied  industries.

FROZEN  FOOD  SHOW 

Over  8,000  leading  Japanese  trades- 
men, educators  and  women's  group 
leaders  came  to  the  U.S,  Trade  Center 
in  Tokyo,  September  25 -October  6,  to 
see  and  attend  the  U.S.  Frozen  Food 
Exhibit  and  Seminar.  Eighty  press  rep- 
resentatives attended  the  opening  day 
ceremonies  and  helped  spread  the 
story  about  U.S.  frozen  foods  to  30 
million  Japanese  consumers.  The  Jap- 
anese Frozen  Food  industry  is  in  its 
infancy  and  U.S.  Government  and  food 
trade  representatives  called  the  re- 
sponse to  the  show  "amazing"  and 
"completely  unexpected." 

Daily  seminars  during  the  first 
week  in  Tokyo  and  Osaka  and  Sapporo 
the  second  week,  attracted  standing- 
room-only  audiences,  who  listened  in- 
tently to  translations  of  talks  on  frozen 
foods  by  the  following  speakers : Ralph 
O.  Dulany,  President  (retired)  of  Dulany 
Foods,  Inc.  of  Maryland;  Dr.  Stephen  J. 
Palmer,  Director  of  Research,  National 
Association  of  Frozen  Food  Packers; 
Ralph  (Gus)  Lordi,  Director  of  Pur- 
chases, Stop  & Shop,  Inc.;  Robert  F. 
Hightower,  Morrisons  Cafeterias  of 
Florida;  and  Mrs.  Helen  Carlisle  Blees, 
Home  Director,  McCormick  & Com- 
pany. Twenty-five  U.S.  firms  partic- 
ipated in  the  show.

The  visual  gives  a step-by- 
step  illustration  showing  the  processes  involved  in  the  production  of  woven  cloth, 
8 flip-over  color  pages  illustrating  cotton's  versatility,  natural  properties,  weaves, 
finishes  and  care,  and  14  fabric  swatches  illustrating  the  fashion  qualities,  finishes, 
basic  weaves  and  versatility  of  cotton  fabrics.  The  flip-chart  was  pre-tested  at  two 
of  Montreal's  leading  department  stores  and  has  proven  so  popular  that  units  are 
being  produced  for  retail  training  classes  and  for  distribution  to  schools  on  a self- 
liquidating  basis  at  $5.00  each. 


A Philippine  Bakers  Bulletin  in  English,  Tagalog  and  Chinese  is  being  distrib- 
uted to  Philippine  bakers  each  month  as  part  of  the  current  national  bread  promo- 
tion campaign  of  Wheat  Associates  and  its  Philippine  cooperator. 
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All  officers  of  the  National  Renderers  Association  were  re-elected  at  its  Oc- 
tober 22-27  annual  convention  at  the  Mark  Hopkins  Hotel  in  San  Francisco.  The 
officers  are  Stanley  Frank,  President;  Gene  Hopton,  1st  Vice  President;  Dr.  Fred 
D.  Bisplinghoff,  2nd  Vice  President;  and  Dean  A.  Specht,  Secretary- Treasurer  and 
Executive  Director.  Jim  Hartman,  Director  of  the  Livestock  and  Meat  Products 
Division,  was  on  the  convention  program,  giving  a speech  on  the  future  markets  for 
tallow  and  greases.  Following  the  convention,  Frank  and  Specht  left  on  a supervisory 
trip  to  their  Tokyo  office  to  review  operational  programs  and  meet  with  some  of 
the  leading  feed  manufacturers  in  Japan. 


Enoch  Lachinian,  the  newly  appointed  Director  for  the  Soybean  Council  of 
America  in  Iran,  recently  completed  a training  program  in  the  U.S.  preparatory  to 
beginning  his  challenging  assignment  of  rebuilding  the  vegetable  oil  market  in  Iran. 
Two  years  ago  Iran  was  a commercial  market  for  120  million  pounds  of  U.S.  soy- 
bean and  cottonseed  oil.  However,  the  U.S.  lost  most  of  this  market  in  1966-67, 
because  of  increased  imports  of  Russian  sunflower  oil  and  higher  prices  for  U.S. 
vegetable  oils.  Now  that  U.S.  vegetable  oils,  particularly  soybean  oil,  are  more 
competitively  priced,  the  Council  hopes  to  start  rebuilding  the  Iran  market  for  U.S. 
vegetable  oils. 


Fredrick  C;  Martin,  oil  technician  for  the  Soybean  Council  of  America,  inter- 
rupted his  U.S.  home  leave  in  September  and  October  to  meet  a request  from  the 
Government  of  the  Dominican  Republic  for  assistance  to  processors  on  refining 
techniques  to  produce  a quality  edible  soybean  oil.  Martin  received  a special  com- 
mendation from  the  Dominican  Republic  for  this  effort.  The  U.S.  exports  about  10 
million  pounds  of  soybean  oil  a year  to  the  Dominican  Republic,  mostly  concessional

Last  month,  A.  J.  Rehling,  FAS,  accom-' 
panied  Harold  O.  Schadt,  Manager  of  the  APA  Export  Department,  and  Hans  Gedrath 
APA  European  representative,  on  a visit  to  the  American  Embassies  in  West 
Germany,  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom  where  market  de- 
velopment operations  for  plywood  are  being  stepped-up.  Fiscal  operations  of  the 
market  development  program  in  these  four  countries  were  explained  to  the  APA 
representatives.  APA  agents,  importers  and  dealers  were  also  visited. 

Visitors  to  the  September  Yorkshire  Food  Fair  bought  up  the  entire  supply  of 
new  U.S.  food  products  that  had  been  brought  in  for  the  exhibit.  A special  section  of 
the  U.S.  exhibit  had  been  set  aside  for  sale  of  these  foods  to  this  northern  industrial 
area  of  England.  An  in-store  promotion  running  concurrently  with  the  Yorkshire 
Fair,  put  new  as  well  as  established  brands  of  U.S.  foods  on  the  shelves  of  many 
retail  stores. 

Stanley  Frank  and  Dean  Specht,  President  and  Executive  Director  of  the  National 
Renderers  Association,  are  visiting  their  Far  East  office  in  Tokyo  this  month  to 
review  operational  programs  and  meet  with  some  of  the  leading  feed  manufacturers 
in  Japan. 


Jim  Doty , prominent  cereal  chemist  and  head  of  the  Doty  Laboratories,  is  on 
an  assignment  with  Wheat  Associates  conducting  seminars  and  meetings  with  flour 
millers  and  processors  in  Japan,  the  Philippines,  Singapore,  Malaysia,  India, 
Taiwan  and  Thailand  to  help  upgrade  baking  techniques  and  knowledge  about  the 
uses  for  U.S.  wheat.
